Lbersdorf stated that the installation quartered only about 
100 soldiers on 17 July. He claimed to have seen three tanks 
leaving the billeting area at night. Only small sections of 
barracks buildings ware lighted at dusk on 26 duly. About 60 
soldiers wearing fatigue uniform were seen assembling in the 
barracks yard the following day (3). 


The Infanterie Kaserne on Leninstrasse, Chemnitz, quartered an 
undetermined number of very young soldiers who wore red=bordered 
bi.ack. epaulets without branch-of~service insignia, Construction 
work was noticed in the northwest seetion of the billeting area, 
Fifty soldiers were seen marching from the installation to the 
Zeisig Woods on 18 July. 


O01 23 duly, about 80 recruits with red-bordered black epaulets were 
sen departing on about 15 trucks from a barracks installation 

on Ajalbert Stifter Strasse, Chemnitz-Ebersdorf, The truck drivers 
wore the same kind of epaulets, The vehicles seemed to b

night cf 24 July, the southern and separately fenced section of 
the Fuchsdelle Settlement was still reserved for Soviet troops.
